THE NELSONS (NEILSONS 


) OF CRAVEN COUNTY, SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Matthew Neilson and John Neilson, the progenitors of the Welsons (or 
Neilsons, as they were called prior to the Highteenth Century) of 
Craven County, South Carolina came.from Ireland, Donegal County. 

The name appears upon the records.‘tn Charleston, and Prince Frederick's 
Parish in the early part of the Eighteenth Century, when Matthew 
Neilson and his wife Jane sell land in Berkley County. On January 
lst, 1729-30, Alexander Trench mentions Matthew Neilson and John 
Neilson in his will (S.C.H. and G. Magazine, V. 5, Page 164) Speaks 
of them as from Raphoe, Ireland. The will of Jarad Neilson Jr., — 
dated 1771 mentions relations in Ireland. In 1732 William Greenland 
records 360 acres in Berkley County purchased in 1725 from Matthew 
Neilson and Jane his wife, part of Bayley's grant of 48,000 acres 
(sold by Alexander Trench) to Matthew Neilson, and on May 20th, 1736, 
Matthew Neilson of Santee, Berkley County, planter, sells to John 
Colleton of Fairlow, 75 acres, granted December 4th, 1735 to Matthew 
Neilson in Berkley County, etc. Matthew Neilson made his will August 
26th, 1742:- I, Matthew Neilson of Prince Frederick's Parish, very 
sick and weak, but sound in mind, I give my negroes, all the steers 
and male kind of my cattle and horses (after my debts are paid) to be 
divided equally among my four grandsons,- Viz:- Matthew Neilson, son 
of my oldest son George, Samuel Neilson, son of my son John, William 
Neilson, son of my son William, and William Neilson, son of my son 
Samuel, my son William to have the refusal of the negro Cain at the 
value. My oldest son, George Neilson, my bed and bed-stead. fo my 
nephew Jared, his son Jared Neilson, six year old heifers. To my 
sons, George, John, William and Samuel, and my daughters, Mary and 
Elizabeth, all my breeding cattle, to be divided equally among them. 
My sons George, John, William and Semuel to be executors. Witness: 
John Livingston, John Allen, Harvey Spry; proved April 2nd, 1774. 
When two executors qualify, names not given. 

John Neilson, brother of Matthew Neilson, other than the reference 
made in will of Alexander Trench, 1729-30, there seems to be no 
accounts of him recorded. He is the father of Eleanor, who married 
her cousin George (oldest son of Matthew) He was the father of 
Jarad Neilson (referred to in will of his uncle Matthew) who married 
Dorcas Brunson. His will proved 1755. He (Jarad) had large land 
‘holdings in St. Mark's Parish; was Justice of the Peace for Craven 
County in 1751. In his will he sent bequests to his parents in 
Ireland, and brothers same place; mentions Mother, Margaret, Charles 
and William. John Neilson was also father of Esther Neilson, who 
married John Sullivan in 1731. (St. Phillip's Register) and father 
of James Neilson, who married Ann Howard, also & daughter who married 
Samuel Bennett and William Neilson (with his wife Margaret living in 
Ireland in 1772.) John Neilson may have returned to Ireland, and 
it is probable that he was the ancestor of the Nelsons of Nelson's 
Ferry. In 1756 the ferry over Santee River, commonly know as 
"Beard's Ferry" was vested in James Beard for a term of years (St-at- 
large V.9. 185) and in May 1762 is spoken of as "Nelson's Ferry" 
"Tate Beard". Among the memorials filed in London by the South 
Carolina lawyers, is one of Joshua Nelson, December 15th, 1787, who 
recites that his father lived in St. John's Parish, Province of South 
Caroline, and kept the ferry on Santee River known as "Nelson's 
Ferry". Father died in 1781 of small-pox, leaving no will; had 
three sons,- William, Ambrose and Joshua, also two daughters,- Sarah, 
wife of John Martin Strubin, and Frances, married, but does not say 
to whom. Father also left a widow named Am, two brothers now dead. 
William left no issue. Ambrose left a son named John, who is living 
(ne believes) in St. Augustine, Fla., as his brother died there.

chains, on which her houses and out houses are built, being part of 
640 acres granted me, likewise what may remain of 500 acre tract. 
After her decease or marriage, the said land to devolve to the 
possessor of the residue of my lands or estate, also L-200 currency 
yearly from date of my death until her marriage or death. To Meanor 
Horvelle and Isabelle Norvelle, my nieces, L-5000 currency each, to 
be educated with the interest of same. Cousin John Nelson, son of 
Samuel Welson of Black River, six young negro slaves, three boys and 
three girls, between 12 and 14, to be purchased for him within two 
years after my decease. To Cousin William Nelson all that he is 
indebted to me, to Cousin Josiah, David and John Nelson, all that 
they are indebted to me. Cousin John Sullivan L-1000 out of the 
money due me by his mother Esther Sullivan. Cousin Samuel Nelson, 
now of the province of Georgia all of the cattle of mine he drove to 
that province, and likewise 1/4 part of my stock which Daniel Brunson 
drove to Georgia. Cousin Jarad Ielson, now residing with me, 4 
negroes, 1/4 of cattle Daniel Brunson drove to Georgia and 30 acres 
of land on Taweaw Creek joining Robert Gibson and Esther Sullivan, 
ete., and during my mother's life time he is to have L-200 per year 
to live with her and transact her business both in Charleston and 
County. To the heirs of Samuel Bennett, now residing in the high 
hills of Santee, a negro wench and her children, now under mortgage 
to me, mortgage to be delivered to said Samuel Bennett. Abram Smith, 
orphan boy living with me to be educated at a trade, and a negro to 
be given him and put to same trade. To George Evans 150 acres where 
he now lives. Brother Jarad Nelson the residue of personal estate 
and plantation where I now live and all tracts adjoining to him and 
his male issue, and in default of such issue, then the oldest male 

of the Nelsons of which I am descended, both my relations by my 
father and my mother's side, still to devolve to the oldest male of 
them, and it is my will and desire that the said lands shall not 
devolve to any but one of the name of Nelson; all other lands to be 
sold. Executors:- Brother Jarad Nelson of St. Matthews, Samuel 
Nelson of St. Marks,-Jarad Nelson Jr., of St. Marks, William Nelson 
of St. Matthews. Witnesses:- Samuel Bennett, Moses Green, John 
Nelson. Proved June 29th, 1771.

(Correspondence of the "HWS AND COURIER") 


“Oakland, Clarendon County, December 10th,- The grandchildren and great 
grandchildren of Mrs. Isabella Blakely had a re-union to-day at the 
home of Dr. G. Allen Huggins, to celebrate the Eighty-Third Birthday of 
their venerable ancestor. irs. Blakely has 124 descendants, seven 

. children, sixty-five grandchildren, and fifty-two great-grandchildren. 
She was married on her seventeenth birthday to Benjamin Hammet, whose 
father was known in Charleston as "fhe Irish Orator", In 1832 she 
married Captain John Witherspoon of this county. In 1846 she married 
John Blakely of Laurens County. With her first husband she resided 
in Charleston ten years. Her father, James Nelson, was a younger 
prother of Capt. John Nelson, the celebrated Whig Captain of the Revo- 
lution.

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RICHBURGS OF SOUTH CAROLINA 


Rev. Claude Philip deRichbourg is the progenitor of the Richburgs of 
South Carolina. He was a Frenchmen of the lesser nobility. 

A Calvinist Minister and leader of the Huguenot settlers of S.C. 

He came to St. James Parish, South Carolina (on the Santee River) in 
1715 from the Manakin Settlement on the James River; about twenty 
miles east of the City of Richmond, Ya. He died in silage 

The Century Dictionary has this to say:- “Huguenots” (Hu'ginots) 

The name was applied to protestants of France; was first used about 
1560, being apparently imported from Geneva,» where it appears to 

have been sometime used as a political nic-name; its particular 
origin is unknown; no contemporary information has been found. 

(The Reform or Calvinistic Communion of France in the Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth Centuries) The Huguenots were the Puritans of France, 
noted in general for their Austere virtues and the singular purity 

of their lives. They were persecuted in the reign of Francis First, 
and his immediate successors, and after 1562 were frequently at war 
with the Catholics, under the lead of such men as Admiral Coliguy 

and the King of Navarre (afterward Henry Fourth of France. In spite 
of these wars and the massacre of St. Bartholomew (August 24th, 1572) 
they continued numerous and powerful, and the edict of Nantes, issued 
by Henry the Fourth (1598) secured to them full political and civil 
rights. Their political power was broken with the surrender of 
LaRochelle in 1628, and the revocation of the edict of Nantes by Louis 
Fourteenth (1685) and the consequent persecutions forced hundreds of 
thousands into exile into Prussia, the Netherlands, Switzerland, 
England, ete. Many settled in the colonies of New York, Virginia, 
but especially in South Carolina. The name is sometimes applied to 
the present day to the descendants of the original Huguenots."
